Western's athletic record over the past five years is something of which 
we may be justly proud. Five years ago, for the first time in many years, 
there was put up for competition the Alex Ross Trophy, emblematic of 
Provincial High School Senior Football. Western has won it three times. 
In the same period we have held the city junior football championship 
twice. The Astrall Trophy for soccer supremacy awarded only twice in the 
last three years, has been won on both occasions by Western. Three years 
ago we also held the championship in another field, junior basketball. We 
have won the track meet twice out of four, and five years ago made a 
clean sweep in all three boys’ classes. The Alex Ferguson Memorial Trophy, 
awarded to the school with the best athletic record for the year was carried 
off by Western in 1951-52. Is it any wonder that we find some satisfaction 
in calling to mind these achievements?

In the same period Western has had many outstanding athletes. It would be impossible 
Ito give a complete list here, but names like Cordon Fraser, Bill Patrick, Phil Swan, Hack Hooks, 
Byron Richards and Bruce Ledingharn should be familiar to all senior students. 

Lyle Carbe is still regarded as something of a demi-god, and we still thrill as we call to 
mind Ranee Creassar, who, though failing to break the record, won the mile. Nor can we 
forget Pete Mathlashewski, who, in the half-mile broke a record of fifteen years standing and 
later won an athletic scholarship at Drake University in Des Moines, Iowa. 




Much of this achievement must be credited to the men who have been at 
the head of Western during this time. In this, we have been fortunate. Mr. 
Woodman, our principal, has been a member of the Board of Governors of the 
Interscholastic Athletic Association since 1912. Mr. Johnson, Vice-Principal, 
was last year made one of the first life members of the same association in 
recognition of his services to interscholastic athletics. 

In our instructors and coaches we have been no less fortunate. Mr. James, 
who now teaches English, was a P.E. instructor and coach for five years. Last 
year, Mr. Mayell, who is completing his fifth year as boys’ P.E. instructor, was 
appointed director of athletics. He is being ably assisted by Mr. Fayter. Mr. 
Wonnacot, though an instructor of mathematics and science, has been the coach 
of our champion soccer team; and then there is Mr. L. Parker, who, though 
neither instructor or coach, has always supported school sports with an active 
interest. 


Another achievement of athletics at Western must also be added to the 
record. It has provided much healthful exercise, an outlet for energy, an 
interest around which to build our enthusiasms, and a cause for pride in our 
school.

The gathering of the cast in early 
October was a slow process.

After Christmas, Mr. Asquin de¬ 
signed sets and costumes, worked out the 
dance routines and began direction of the 
drama. From January to March things 
were humming. No pun intended; 
enough are found already in Gilbert and 
Sullivan. The costumes were colorful 
and inexpensive. Teachers' shirts cut 
and dyed, were used for practically every¬ 
thing from Gondoliers' humble jerkins to 
Kings' royal jackets. Three wigs were 
the only items rented, and this only after 
a vain attempt to fashion them from 
cotton batting.
